a. Meaberstaip and Ottonm 

(1) The ERPB will oonaist of the following; 

(a) Field grade officers appointed br the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Manpower and Reserve Affairs (DC/5, I4&RA) 
and representing each of the following staff agencies of the 
Commandant of the Hhrwie &>rps- 

1 Enlisted Assignment Branch (MMEA) , Personnel 
Management Division (HH) . 

2. Separation and Retirement Branch, MB

(2) Divisions tasked with providing officer members on 
the hoard will also provide an alternate member of equal grade 
who will he readily available to ait on the board, should the 
need arise. The name of primary and alternate members will be 

submitted to the Senior Recorder* Officers selected to the 
grade of major may be appointed to fill the field grade 
requirements.

C3) The Head, MMEA is designated as the President 
of the ERPB. When absent, the Assistant Head, MMEA will act 



(4) The Director, MM will designate a master gunnery 
sergeant as an alternate for the master gunnery sergeant 
appointed by the Direcitor, sja. 

(5) With the exception of the President, the Sergeant 
Major, MM/ the Sergeant Major/First sergeant Monitor, MMEA, the 
senior Recorder, and the Assistant Recorder, no member shall 
serve continuously on the ERPB for a period in excess of z years. 
An interruption of assignment to the ERPB for any period less than 
1 year will be counted in the period of continuous service. 

(6) The ERPB vill convene at the call of the 
President to consider the records of those Marines referred to. 
the board for remedial, consideration for promotion. 

(7) At least nine voting members, to include the 
President, mist be present when cases are considered. At 
least one recorder will he present when cases are considered «

(X) Ihe ERFB will consider the cases of enlisted 
Marines, bath Regular and Reserve , who, far any reason, other 
than ineligibility, did not receive consideration or were not 
properly considered, when due, by a regularly convened 
Headquarters, tJ»S. Marine Corps Staff Noncommissioned Officer 
Selection Board (hereafter referred to as the scheduled board) 

(2) Remedial promotion cases will be referred to the 
ERFB by the Bead, MMHR, MM. 

(3) When foniing its recommendation to select those 
Marines considered "]>est qualified** to assume the duties and 
responsibilities of the next higher grade, the board will be 
guided by the precept, procedural rules , policies, and 
regulations which were applicable to the scheduled board, a 
copy of the above documents for each board for which a Marine 
is being considered will be maintained by the Assistant: 
Recorder and readily available to the board members for case 
preparation and for reference during the conduct of each ERPB 



(4) The ERPB is not constrained by the selection 
allocations in effect at the time regularly scheduled boards 
convened. 

(5) Marines must receive a majority vote to be selected. 
A tie vote on an individual case is not a majority vote and 
will be considered as a vote for nonse lection. Tie votes may be 
re-voted at the discretion of the President of the ERPB, 

c. Oaths . The following oath or affirmation will be admin* 
istered by the President of the board to the recorders: 

"You do soleinnly swear (or affirm) that you will, keep 
a true record of the proceedings of thie board and further, that 
you will not disclose the proceedings or recommendations thereof 
pertaining to the selection or non select ion of individual staff 
noncommissioned officers except as authorized or directed by the 
Commandant of the Marine Corps. So help you, God*** 

The following oath or affirmation will be administered by the 
Assistant Recorder to the members of the board at the convening 
of each meeting of the ERPB;

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"You, and each of you, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 
you will, perform your duties as a member of the board without: 
prejudice or partiality, having in mind the special fitness of 
staff noncommissioned officers and the efficiency of the Marine 
Corps and further, that you will not disclose the proceedings 
or recommendations thereof except as authorized or required toy 
the Commandant of the Marine Corps, bq help you, GoA* m 

d. Report of the Board 

(1) The report of the ERPB will be in writing, signed 

by all acting Members, and will state that the board has complied 
with all instructions contained in this order.

(2) The proceedings and recommendations of the EftPB will 
not be disclosed or released until they are approved by the 
Commandant of the Marine Corps or his authorized representative*
